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_New Faculty Senate Chair:

Many of the problems between the 
faculty and the administration at 
CSUS are rooted in deficiencies of the 
entire California State l niversity and 
College system. in which education ts 
given a second class role Alan Wade 
newly elected chair of the Faculty 
Senate. offered this reason. among 
others, for the adversary relationship 
which the faculty and President Bond 
are embroiled in

BOJ hears invalidation case

The AS! Board of Justice (BOJ) 
will announce its decision on the in- 
vaidation of the spring General Elec 
tiomtoday at | p.m. inthe Oak Room 
UL. according to Chief Justice of the 
BO} Ted Blair The announcement 
came Monday after the body had 
heard more than two hours of tes- 
timony in the matter 

Blair said that the BOJ would con- 
duct an independent investigation of 
the tacts in the case “We understand 
the seriousness of the case and | can 
assure you that the BOJ does not take 
this case lightly.” Blair said 

The decision of the election case 
tell to the BOJ after a controversial! 
decision by the Board of Flections to 
invalidate the election 

Greg Carr and Craig Jones who 
argued the case for plaintiffs Dave 
Ferris. ASI President. AS Senate 
Chair Patti Payne. and others. argued 
that the election should be invalidated 
due to unfairness caused by numerous 
violations of the electron code. Jones 
testified that he had personally 
observed electionsering within fifty 
feet of the polls

Ink Machine 
runs dry 


The ASI Ink Machine has closed 
its doors tollowing a cut of $5000 in 
the ASI! - funded operation's yearly 
budget allocation. The Ink Machine is 
no longer accepting new orders. but 
“ill complete those jobs for which it 
has already contracted 

The reduction inthe allocation was 
mandated by the AST Finance Com- 
Mittee in response to a deficit of over 
$20,000 in the ASPs overall budget 
The deficit occurred asa result’ of an 
unexpected drop in enrollment at 
CSUS. and the subsequent drop in 
revenue available trom student tees 

According to binance Committee 
member Patty Payne. funds are 
dlocated to various AST funded 
Programs oon the basis of cach 
Programs scarly ostimate of its ex 
pected revenue The commiuttee deter- 
mined that three such programs were 
Hot meeting their revenue obligations 
and proposed on March 17. to reduce 
their allocations accordingl. tt was 
decided to slash SSOO0 from the Ink 
Machine's budget. SSOOO from the 
Program Board. and S000 from the 
Hho Shop the Prowrun Board and 


Matlock, the victor in the disputed 
election, argued that there was in 
sulliqenit evidence on which to in 
validate the election. for not one nuine 
had beenmentioned as a witness to the 
alleged electioneering within fifty feet 
of the polls 

Lineer also objected to the BOF’s 
ruling that the eliectioneering “could” 
have been unfair to other candidates 
“C ould is not enough, the board must 
demonstrate that it either was or 
wasn't.” Lineer said 

Lineer said repeatedly that the 
plaintit! did not have a case and ac 
cused Payne of having iilegally 
removed a BOF member and replaced 
him with a new member whose im 
partiality was questionable 

Lineer also alleged that there was 
collusion between Dave Ferris and 
Dave Payne Ferris had told the ASI 
Se ¢ that former BOF member Dale 
Beerbaum had resigned, while Payne 
later admitted that he had removed 
Beerbaum for missing three 
comsecutive meetings. when ques 
tioned by ASI senators 


After Carr, Jones and tineer had 
presented their case several persons 
trom the audience were allowed to 
speak to the issue before the BO! 
would start its own investigation 

BOE member Robert Moore said 
that during the closed meeting the 
had been confusion on what the BOF 
was actually voting on. Moore said 
they were merely deciding which of the 
four complaints was valid enough to 
vote on After a 3-2 decision in favor 
of the first complaint. Moore said 
Payne announced he would 
recommend invalidation 

Ferris said that he had been wat 
ching the polling place between the 
Muste building and the Psychology 
building after Dave Payne had told 
him several problems had alleged!y 
occurred at the polling place 

Ferris recalled an medent 
witnessed by him, wherein campaign 
workers started to convince bypassers 
to vote. according to Ferris 

Ferris reported the incident to 
Dave Payne who then closed down the 
polling place. locked up the ballots

well as against (such as in the es- 
tablishment of housing for students 
only or the use of special leases) Im- 
brecht pointed out that the language 
of the bill is restricted to dis 
crimination against students, and that 
special arrangements that now exist 
tor them do not favor students ovsr 
non - students but only allow them to 
compete equally for housing that their 
student status would otherwise make 
unavailable Of course, it became 
evident that the CAA was not really 
interested in protecting a landlord's 
nght to discriminate for students 
when Assemblywoman Hughes 
otfered to so amend the bil! and the 
C AA admitted they would oppose AB 
1032 regardiess of any amendments

Owens speaks of real champions

Jesse Owens, Olympic winner of 
four gold medals. stood behind a 
podium last Saturday evening With 
sincerity. he delivered a message to 
CSUS's athletes 

It was as if Owens was standing

Helms’ public scare 
is not appreciated

“This 1s a crisis! The compulsory 
umonization of every member of our 
armed forces is a real and immediate 
threat. And you and | have to do 
something about it before it is too 
late.” 

The above is a passage from a letter 
mailed to. several million 
Americans by U.S. Senator Jesse 
Helms, North Carolina, and the 
‘Americans Against Umon Control of 
Government’ (AAUCG). Along with 
the letter, Helms and his AAUCG en- 
closed a poll on the matter and a re- 
quest to donate money to the battle 
against the soldiers’ unions. 

In the letter, Helms says that “At 
least one bill in congress - H.R. 13 
sponsored by William Clay (D - Mo.) 
could easily be used to force all our 
soldiers, airmen and marines into 
labor unions.” Helms says the same 
thing is likely to happen to the armed 
forces as wha: happened to the police 
and firemen who went on strike in 
several cities after they turned union 

I have serious doubts whether we 
should appreciate Helms’ efforts to 
arouse a public scare. We have seen in 
the fifties what such tragic movements 
can lead to, and | would seriously con- 

‘sider the question whether it isn’t 
senators like Helms and McCarthy 
who are the real threat to thi: country 

Are soldier unions really such a 
threat? In the first place, let's consider 
this; what will be threatened, the 
safety of the nation or its foundation, 
democracy? 

Obviously it can’t be a threat to 
democracy. One of the chief pillars of 
democracy is the right to organize, a 
right that belongs to all people, in- 
cluding those who defend the nation 
It is inconsistent to have a democratic 
nation defended by an institution 
which denies the democratic rights of 
those who work for it 

Is unionization of the armed forces 
a threat to the safety then? Senator 
Helms foresees that when soldiers are 
unionized, they will go on strike 
whensver they please, for example, 
when conditions are considered too 
harsh for night marches. or when 


physical training is too strenuous 

One of our NATO allies, Holland 
has had a soldiers union for many 
years which is run by active duty 
members of the armed forces, not b: 
outside professionals. It was neve 
their determination to go on strike 
when it would be too cold or too hot to 
march, but merely to preserve the 
human rights of all members of the 
armed forces and to try to abolish 
means and methods which are not 
related in any way to the fighting 
strength of the army 

For example, in 1972 the NVDM 
(The Dutch Federation of Drafted 
Soldiers) lobbied with legislators and 
army officials to abolish the man- 
datory hairstyles which the army pros- 
cribed for its people. The NVDM was 
successful and now all military per- 
sonnel can wear their hair the way they 
like it. A strike was never considered 

A few years later the NVDM came 
out strongly against § military 
regulations which order ali military 
personne! to salute anybody higher in 
rank in passing. Asa result the ancient 
regulations were modified and salutes 
are now voluntarily except in official 
military exercises and special oc- 
casions 

In other situations the NV DM has 
functioned as a protector of soldiers’ 
rights and watchdog against these 
who try to use their military rank aad 
authority to settle personal gnevances 
with lower ranking personnel 

The Dutch army is often referred to 
as the “Hippy Army”, because a 
number of its soldiers prefer to wear 
their hair long. Many critics have 
argued that the morale of an army 
such as the Dutch will suffer from 
these kinds of practices. However, 
nothing is less true. In international 
NATO exercises, the achievement of 
the Dutch troops has not shown a 
morale crisis, and their rating is never 
below its usual 

There should not be any objection 
to unionization of the armed forces if 
the military personnel so desires. The 
only thing I would like to see, though, 
is that unionization come form within 
the armed forces and not from the out- 
side. 
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
